Public Schools ot Salt Lake City. 
The public schools are only nominally 


BO. 
The school houses are oftener 


spoken of as ward meeting houses, and 
are used indifferently for Mormon wor- 
ship and for schools. 
They were 


originally built by donations as meeting 
houses. The title to the land on which 
they are situated is in trustees, but 
whether these are sub-trustees for the 
Trustee in trust of the Church, or 
whether they act for the school district, 
is one of those things that "no fellow 
can find out" It is openly charged 
here that these buildings are all owned 
by the Church, and the charge is not 
disputed. But one thing is sure; if they 
are not owned by the several school 
districts, then there are no school houses 
at all so owned. They are repaired, 
added to, and renewed out of the public 
taxation. The teachers are all required 
to be Mormons; tuition fees are charged 
all the pupils, additional tr> the public 
tax; the grades of study are extremely 
low, and the teachers incompetent; the 
tert books are carefully selected to see 
that nothing inimical to Morinonism is 
in them; and tho Mormon doctrinal 
books are read and taught in these 
schools. They are, therefore, simply 
Mormon sectarian schools, supported 
largely at the public charge. Under 
these circumstances it is impossible for 
Americans to have their children educated 
in these schools, nor do they pretend to. 
Yet none the less is their property 
heavily taxed to maintain and support 
them, and the tax is much roore a 
church tax than a school tax. In addi- 
tion to this, the Americans have to pay 
for the schooling of their children in 
private schools, established and flourish- 
ing here under the control of the 
Episcopalians, Eoman Catholics, Pres- 
byterians, 
Cengregationalists, 
and 


Methodists. The local taxing power is 
exclusively in the hands of the Mormons, 
The consequence is that Americans are 
assessed much higher than Mormons on 
similar property, and the latter receive 
large concessions besides, 'in the shape 
of remissions of taxes, which the county 
court is empowered to make, to the ex- 
tent of $10 for each person. But taxes 
on Americans are not remitted. Neither 
are they able to obtain any showing of 
what is done with their money. In ad- 
dition large blocks of the finest property 
in the city escape taxation under the pre- 
tense that they are owned by the Mor- 
mon Church, but not used for church 
purposes; and the collector's books 
show, besides, long columns of taxes 
paid by James Jack, Territorial Treas- 
urer, probably out of the public moneys, 
on assessm&nts against the favored ones 
of the faith. It is substantial grievances 
like these of which the Americans of 
Utah complain, and to which they point 
whenever' the Mormons put forward 
their usual claim of good and fair admin- 
istration of Territorial affairs. We don't 
hear of them putting forth any claims of 
this kind at home, reserving them for 
the outside world, where the knowledge 
of the facts is limited. But we submit 
that this is a showing which entitles the 
people of Utah to relief at the hands of 
their fellow citizens. They have long 
asked it, but have either got nothing or 
something ineffectual. 
Many other, 


things might be named in the wo.y_ oi 
abuMw in Utah, and many nullifications 
of Congressional law cited; but all can 
not be given in one newspaper, or in 
limited space. I quit here, with the 
explanation that I have used the word 
American as the reverse of Mormon. II 
is a distinction taught the Indians by 
the Mormons in past years, and many 
an "American " has been killed simply 
because he could not claim to be a Mor- 
mon. There is no reason why this dis- 
tinction of their own should now be 
dropped when the conditions are changed.

THESE have been proposed circular 


saws made of three layers, each side cast 
steel and the middle tough wrought 
iron. 


A NBW slate-frame is made from strips 


ol pasteboard, hard felting, or the like, 
molded and cemented together, and 
which is designed to obviate the disa- 
greeable noise made by pupils in using 
the ordinary wooden frame. 


To GET a gear wheel off a shaft upon 


which it has been shrunk it is recom- 
mended to pour some melted iron around 
the hub, by which operation the latter 
will expand so quickly that there will be 
no time for the shaft to get hot, and the 
gear will come off easily. 


BUTTON says that he improved a high 


priced modern circular saw by removing 
about three-fourths of the teeth, leaving 
three times the usual space between the 
remainder; this would give more than 
three times the usual space. Mr. Sutton 
considers that eight teeth is enough for 
a saw five feet in diameter. 


THE "Woodpecker" saw, worked at 


an early period in sawing large logs in 
California, was a considerable length of 
a common straight saw, with a hole in 
the center, and mounted on a shaft so as 
to rotate in the same manner as the cir- 
cular saw. It had only two teeth, one 
at each end. 
It required plenty of 


power. 


A NOVEMT in the utilization of wire 


fences consists in insulating one of the 
continuous wires, and connecting its' 
ends with the opposite poles of a bat- 
tery. Animals coming in contact with 
this wire will receive n shock from the 
electric current, which will effectually 
deter them, it is said, from attempting 
to break down or override tences of this 
description. 


ONE of the hardest woods in existence 


is that of tho desert ironwood tree, 
which grows in the dry washes along the 
line of the Southern Pacific Railroad. 
Its specific gravity is nearly the same as 
that of lignnmvitfe, and it has a black 
heart so hard, when well seasoned, that 
it will turn the edge of an ax, and can 
scarcely be cut by a well-tempered saw. 
In burning it gives out an intense heat, 
and charcoal made from it is of une- 
quoled quality. 


A NEW and efficient process of manu- 


facturing paper from straw consists in 
first cooking the straw, then reducing it 
to pulp, whereby the fiber is disinteg- 
'rated, but not destroyed, and all the 
gluten and albumen of the straw is re- 
tained, and finally bleaching it in a ves- 
sel of novel construction, which obviates 
the introduction therein of any solid 
particles of alkali. It is said this pro- 
cess renders the paper tough and plia- 
ble. It is asserted, also, that this paper 
treated with glycerine assumes the con- 
sistency of leather. 


MB. JOSHUA EOSE, a well-known me- 


chanical writer, explains that the tend- 
ency of a nut to unwind and recede from 
the pressure upon its radial face is pro- 
portionate to the pitch of the thread and 
the diameter of the bolt; and tho finer 
the thread upon a given diameter of bolt, 
or the larger tlie diameter of bolt with a 
given pitch of thread, the less will be 
the tendency of the nut to move back. 
In the case of ordinary bolts and nuts, a 
given diameter of bolt is given a stand- 
ard pitch of thread, and these pitches 
are uot so fine as to prevent the nuts 
from unscrewing in many coses, unless 
check nuts are used. It would be other- 
wise if the nut-thread fitted reasonably 
tight upon the bolt; for if the nut is 
screwed well home it should remain 
there.

The Hanging Gardens of Babylon. 
Nitpcris, the spouse of Nebuchadnez- 


zar, 
is described by M. Baudrillart as 


the soul of his works, and to her is attrib- 
uted the design of the lake named after 
her, which served the double purpose of 
a fortification and a dam against the 
Euphrates when in flood. The famous 
hanging gardens are also attributed to 
female influence, to the longing of a 
Median Princess, born in a more elevated 
region, for the coolness and shade of her 
native mountains. There were five of 
these gardens, about four English acres 
each, on terraces supported by columns 
and covered with mold thick enough lor 
the largest trees to take root in. One of 
the columns was hollow, and contained a 
hyJraulic machine to raise the required 
quantity of water. In fact, the art of 
gardening, with all its modern appliances, 
including irrigation aud tiip transplanta- 
tion of grown trees, was practiced in 
Babylon as effectively as in the Bois de 
Boulogne or Hyde Park.

Xew Yurk Time*. 


At the reqnestof Superintendent 


Thompson, of the statistical depart- 
ment of the register-general's office, 
of England, Dr. Nagle 
recent- 


ly requested from C. W. Seaton, 
superintendent of 
the census of 


1880, a table showing the population 
of this city by ages and sexes. Yes- 
terday a table specially prepared in 
response to this request was received 
by Dr. Nagle, and from the figures 
it contains the total population is 
computed at 1,206,029.- The native 
white population consists of 349,250 
males and 359,158 females, making 
a total of 708,408. The foreign 
white population numbered 231,458 
males and 245,707 females, making 
a total of 477,165. The colored pop- 
ulation, consisted of 9,536 males and 
10,920 females. 
The number of 


children of five years of age and un- 
der is as follows: Native white males, 
80,739; females, 79,875; foreign 
white males, 2,318; females, 2,384; 
colored males, 1,012; females, 962. 
Total males, 84,064; females, 83,221, 
or a grand total of of 167,290- chil- 
dren five yeara and under. 
Between 


the ages df 5 and 20 years the fig- 
ures were as follows: .Native white 
males, 138,399; females, 145,103; 
foreign white males, 18,729; females, 
22,016; colored males, 1,722; fe- 
males, 2011; total males, 158,860; 
females, 169,130; or a grand total of 
327,980. Of the persons 90 years 
old and over the native white num- 
bered 18 males and 48 females; the 
foreign white were 63 males and 200 
femaree, and the colored were 1 male 
and 16 females, making a total of 
348 persons reported to be 90 years 
of age and over. The oldest native 
white man was 98 years, while there 
were-three native white females re- 
ported at 98, two at 99 and one at 
100 years.

Origin of Lynch Law. 


The term "lynch law" as common-

honor. But a sailor revealed to the 
Mayor of Galway the crime which 
his son had committed.. /The young 
man was tried before bis own father, 
convicted and sentenced to be hanged. 
His family and others determined to 
prevent the execution. 
The father, 


finding that the sentence could not 
be carried into effect the usual way, 
conducted his son to a window over- 
looking the public street, with his 
own hands fastened the halter at- 
tached to his neck to a staple in the 
wall and acted as his excntioner. In 
the council books of Galway there is 
said to be a minute that James 
Lynch, Mayor of Galway, hanged 
his own sou, out of the window, for 
defrauding and killing strangers, 
without martial or common law, to 
show a good example to posterity.

Phis general fact probably no intelligent 
man would dispute, though some men 
deny the'application to particular cases 
when it does not suit their interests. It 
• well recognized that real estate falls 
loiter, as a role, and farther when times 
are'good, than any other kind of prop- 
erty of real and solid value. The in- 
trinsic value changes only with the 
growth of a community or State, or the 
improvement of means of communication; 
so that for production or use in residence 
or hi commerce the Talue may increase 
rapidly and greatly, but can decrease 
slowly and moderately. But the price, 
on the contrary, depends upon a market 
that is more variable than almost any 
other. At times real estate is -wholly 
unsaleable, no matter what its real 
value or its price may be. At other 
times it is the object of the wildest 
speculation, with a very little reference 
to the present legitimate demand. As a 
consequence when real estate is not 
wanted, it sells for a song or not at all; 
but when it is wanted, there is scarcely 
any limit to its price. Hence, long- 
headed men are always on the alert to 
get possession oJ real estate'after every 
period of great depression: to such 
•hrewd purchases the whole or great part 
of almost every colossal fortune may be 
traoacL We are just emerging from a 
period of unexampled prostration. The 
price of real estate has fallen, as it 
usually does at such times, in greater 
ratio man that of almost any other class 
ofpropertyofsnbstantialcharacter. Now, 
if ever, the purchase of real estate may 
be considered certain to yield excep- 
tionally large profits, if the property is 
judiciously selected. 


Another fact, which, as a general one 


Ho intelligent man will deny, is that the 
advance in the price, as a rule, is certain 
to be greater in Western than in Eastern 
real estate. Western States and cities 
are growing rapidly; Eastern slowly. 
Every man knows the fact, and immense 
volumes of statistics could be given to 
prove or illustrate it; and yet there are 
gome men who refuse to admit the 
obvious consequence.

The Tonng Writer's First Production. 


Probably every one who has attempted 


authorship will coniirm Longfellow's 
experience on the appearance of his 
irst effusion in print Nothing, he tells 
ua, which he since published gave him 
such exquisite pleasure as he experienced 
on opening the paper to which he had 
timidly )>eut his manuscript, and to find 
it there in actual type, to be read by the 
multitude. This foe! ing comes but once, 
but the memory of it lasts a lifetime. It 
can never be forgotten: - What anticipa- 
tions it arouses—what a sense of im- 
portance it gived! How little does the 
vouiig author suspect the cold indiffer- 
ence with whii'li it is read, possibly not 
read, by those who take the paper! As 
the song says, "It's all the world to 
him," and why not all to the world ? 


It would be and is cruel to spoil the 


delightful sensations of initial author- 
ship. They may be false, they certainly 
are fleeting, but the enjoyment, while it 
lasts, is an intoxication of delight, as 
first pleasant sensations ore apt to be. 
The hint comes soon enough to the 
writer to discover how really unimpor- 
tant the event was. If he persists in 
writing he will come to be as indifferent 
to his appearance in type as the world is. 
If a newspaper writer, he will weary of 
the eternal grind, and forget what he 
has written the day before in studying 
what to write for the day after. 


But no success, either as a newspaper 


writer or book-maker, either as poet or 
essayist, however flattering, wUl ever 
give to the author the sensation of his 
first appearance in print. It is, after it 
passes, a lost sensation, no more to be 
repeated than love's young dream, with 
freshness and fervor. It is an illusion 
too exquisite to be duplicated in one's ex- 
perience. 


It is our advice, then, to youngwriters, 


after they have succeded in getting into 
print once, to stop then and there, and 
cherish the sensation as long as possible 
—that is to say, as long as they can 
help it—and not repeat it to satiety, or 
until the spirit is jaded, and the writer 
ready to cry out, with the Preacher, " all 
is vanity and vexation of spirit."—Cin- 
cinnati Commercal,
